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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In interpreting the claims in light of the specification and applicant's arguments, 
the Examiner finds the claimed invention is patentably distinct from the prior art of 
record. 

The prior art of record includes Okawa et al. (Okawa), US Patent No. 6,397,233 
and Cohn, US Patent No. 5,712,995. 

Okawa discloses a document processing apparatus for freely enlarging a region 
between specific characters of a document after inputting the document, adjusting one 
of a data size a data interval of the document, adding the document element within the 
expanded document region using a free format so as to create a document of the type 
desired by the user, and indicating a corrected portion when the document is corrected 
(Abstract, col. 2, line 18 - col. 3, line 34). 

Cohn discloses the system automatically resizes or reposition neighboring 
windows (images) to avoiding overlapping of images (col. 2, lines 37-54). 

The independent claims 5, 12 and 23 are allowed because the prior art of record 
does not expressly disclose alone or in combination determining if the rescaled 
drawings overlap with one another, if the rescaled drawings are overlapped, then 
repositioning one or more of the drawings such that overlap no longer exists, 
determining if a size of the repositioned drawings exceeds a predetermined limit, and if 
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it exceeds the limit, then rescaling the repositioned drawings such that the size no long 
exceeds the limit, wherein the predetermined limit is a distance between a right margin 
and a left margin of the document. 

The groups of dependent claims 6-11, 29-33 and 24-25, 34-37 further limit 
independent claims 5, 12 and 23, respectively. Therefore, claims 6-11, 29-33 and 24- 
25, 34-37 are considered allowable for the same reasons set forth for claims 5, 12 and 
23.
